V. boatprlj^rseflesh can carry them. The 
session'lias lasted upwards of five Aveeks ; 
and' although the actual amount of 
l)usincss ' transacted is not largo, we 
think it can bo safely assorted that 
within the covers of the attenuated 
volume that will contain the A-cts of 

- thojfirs't session of the Third Parliament 
wiUb'e' found, inore mischievousfunjust 
and'outrageoiiff ineasures than are to be 
•found in similar volumes in any 
Briti.sh po.s.session whoso people 
are supposed to enjoy fi'ce gov- 
ernment Beginning with the lirst 
Bill,and ending wi^k the' last wo can 
scarcely discover oiie that does not bear 
the impress of tyranny and unconsti- 
tutionality. The tendency of Uie leg- 
islation has been of an oppressive char- 
acter — of a nature to snatch from the 
public rights they acciuired with Con- 
federation and which they have retain- 
ed to the present time undisturbed. It 
is worthy of remark that the minute 
leaven of wholesoinenoss that piM-vades 
the legislative lump did not emanate 
from the CJovernment, but was intro- 
duced by private members, and it is 
notorious that af least two obnoxious 
Bills were placed in the hands of a 

' private member to bring m .so that the 
Government might, to u cert.aiu extent, 
avoid the odium and responsibility 
which attached thereto. it must 
not be forgotten, too, that any roully 
good and liberalizing amendment movetl 
by the Opposition was immediately vot- 
ed down by the supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, Avho acted and voted with the 
regularity and precision of veterans on 
parade. They did not pause to debate 
an amendment on its merit. Talking 
is not the forte of men whose strong 
suit is the exercise of tlieir voting power, 
, and who were elected to fill the seats they 

• occupy for no other reason than that they 
would vote with the Government on all 
questions — bo those (luostions right or 
wronc. ■Most good citizens are an.x- 
ious that the practice of parading con- 
victs through the public streets and 
employing them on public works should 
cease; but the first measure introduced 
by Mr. "Walkem enlarged the power of 
the Government by providing for the 
employment of the prisoners without 
the walls of conunon gaol.s. The next 
Bill was one wliich proposed to ta.x 
property insured against fire. This 
measure was proved by us to be uncon- 
stitutional and was withdrawn; but 
we refer to it now to show the direc- 
tion inwhichthelegislation of thoscssion 
pointed. Another Bill which im- 
poses a head-tax of §40 per month on 
all Chinese is a good and necessary 

^^easure; but in cases where the fino is 
not paid the defaulter will bo 
entitled to work it out on tlie roads 
at the rate of 50 cents a day. This, 

. practically, will have tlio efibct of 
throwing all the road work into the 

, bands -of? Chinamen who decline to 
or cannot pay the head-tax, and ^\'ill ex- 
clude the white laborer from fin oppor- 
tunity to ti-y his muscle and earn his 
bread on Government roads. A Bill 
relating to the legal profession.s — a 
liberal and needed measure — altliough 
introduced by the Premier was not his 

. . handiwoi'k. It emanated from persons 
entirety outside the IIouso who placed 
it already drawn in his hand. The 
Assessment Amendment Act aims 
with telling ell'cct at the poor man, 
whose taxes being delinquent will have 
26 per cent, added thereto, and within 
a very brief period must submit to 
,]iaving his property sold for taxes and 
charges. ' Some vexatious featuresare in- 
troduced into the same Bill, as tliough 
it wore the duty of the Government to 
make the collection of its inqjosts as 
obnoxious as possible. The Constitu- 
tion Amendment Act deprives the 
largest agricultural district of a mem- 
ber under the plea of doing justice to 
Nanaimo and inflicts a grave injustice to 
Cowicimn, reducing that District with 
its 180 votes to the same represen- 
tative level as Kootenay wliich has 
only twenty-nine votef. This palpa- 
ble injustice is wiiat j\[r. Walkem 
terms equalizing the representation. 

• ■■ Scanty justice is done to Cassiar; which 

district, if Kootenay is still entitled to 
one member, should have about twenty 
members to rcjiresent it in tlie House. 
The new Game Act aims at the en- 
couragement of the class known as in- 
formers, who' will got half the fine in 
cases, of infringement of the statute. 
Another measure that will bear hardly 
on the poor man is the one that relates 

; {td;Grbwn 'lands. This Bill cnq)owers 
the Government to cluirge the usurious 
interest of 25 per cent, per annum on 
all moneys due the Government for 
Crown land.<j. If the measure only ap- 
plied to speculators, it would be an 
excellent deterrent to the locking up of 
largo tracts of land in a few hands; 
but it reaches beyond that cL°iss and 
comes down upon actual settlers, many 
of whom are struggling under the 
weight-of ►financial burthens entailed by 
the erection of necessray fences and 
buikfings and the purchase of farming 
implements and seeds. The Bill will 
visit this cla.ss with severity and is as 
heartless a piece of legislation as could 
well be conceived. But the Bill of 
Bills— the measure that out-Walkems 
"Walkeii and caps the climax of politi- 
cal infamy is that which amends the 
Qualification and Registration of 
Voters' Act. This measure dc^bars 
from the exercise of the franchi.se all 
Dominion and Provuicial olHcials, in- 
cluding public ischpol -teachers. This 
in itself ought to be infamous enough 
to satisfy a mostt iiifamous Govern- 

' mentj but it don't, satisfy this . Gov- 
ernment, for it goes beyond Constitu- 
tional bounds,' and propo.As to seal tho 



lips of officialii, who are prohibited 
from expressing any^O])iiuon on public 
matters or elections 'under penalty of 
tine or inq)risonnicnt for each and 
every offence! Since when was liberty 
of siieech and action taken from Brit- 
i.sh subjects? Under what j claxuse^ of 
tho Constitution is power conferred bri 
Parliament to place a padlock on the 
lips of a man whose necessity, not hLs 
will, impels him to serve a deiipotic 
Governmentl We have little hesita- 
tion in siiying that the Bill is uncon- 
stitutional, and that in, one respect at 
least (as we ha\ o shoMTi elsewhere) it 
is in direct conflict with the clauses or a 
Provincial Act which remains unre- 
pealed. Of the railway or separation 
memorial we have previously spoken. 
It is much to be regretted that the Gov- 
ernment failed to pursue a pohcy that 
would have enlisted the sympathy and 
support of tho entire Province. The 
memorial must go forward upon its own 
merits, and will have to faco the opposi- 
tion of a majority of tho Mainlarul peo- 
ple. Neither House nor Government 
can be complimented ou the legislation 
of the session, which will undoubtedly 
produce a bountiful crop of mischief in 
the near f uture. ^ 

ANOTHER UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
BILL. 

The vaulting anddtiou of the Gov- 
ernment has o'erleapt itself. In pass- 
ing th.e Gag Bill — erroneously termed 
" An Act toainend tlie Qualification and 
Kegistration of Voters' Bill" — wo arc 
pleased to note the fact that they neg- 
lected to tamper with the revised lists 
of voters; and any person whoso name 
appeared ou those lists as they were 
finally ])aKsed liy tho Courts of Ilevis- 
ioii in the respective Districts may e.x- 
erciso th(- right to vote. Wero the 
ballot boxes fenced in with ministers 
and members that right cannot be with- 
held. Sub-section " f " of section 7, of 
the Q. andR. of Voters' Act, 1876, pro- 
vides that ou the first Monday of Au- 
gust in each and every year, tho Collector 
of votes in cacli district shall hold a 
Court of Revision. Sub-section " g," 
same section, provides that notices of 
objoctiou to any name appearing on 
anv li.'5t, .Tud the reason for the objec- 
tion, must be sent to tho Collector 
.'iO days previously to tho holding of 
such Court. The Collector in turn 
must give a person against whom a 
conqilaint is filed 21 days' notice of the 
holding of such Court; said notice to 
state the facts of such objection, and 
tho reason therefor. After tho holding 
of such Court and the revision of the 
lists, section 8 provides as follow."! : — • 

" The Register of voters so revised ■*• 
* * shall be the Register of 

voters for tho electoral distinct, or poll- 
ing division thereof, for which such 
Collector shall have been appointed, laitil 
the UfijlMer s/inll be again rt vised." 

Now, the Gag Bill just passed by the 
Hous(! docs not provide for a fresh re- 
vision of the lists, wJiich were finally 
passed ou August first by tho Collec- 
tors, and cannot be meddled with by the 
Government or any servant thereof un- 
der a severe penalty. 1'he lists as re- 
vised must stand, and every person 
whose name was not "improperly 
placed "' ther(!on (section 9) may vote 
at tho forthcoming election. If any 
Collector, acting under the orders of tho 
Government, should strike any name 
from the roll, the Courts may bo ap- 
pealed to. 



forth I was travelling for pleiy^urc's 
sake only, or he may possibly have an 
idea that a horse ought to travel this 
distance in a day from eighty to ninety 
miles, being the distance both -ways.

It ia lucky 
for Mr. McDonald, contractor for sec- 
tion No. 2, Kandoops-Nicola wnggon- 
road,;aS;5f^aB„for myself that there 
were not many "of liis kind working on 
thi.'3 road; otherwise it would take 
about half-a-dozen superintendents to 
see that tho work was done properly. 

My salary as superintendent seems 
to have been a source of great trouble 
to him, also. He stated that. I . was 
getting S150 per month salary. I 
should have only been too glad to allow 
this remark to pass if .such wore the 
case; but in justice to Mr. Vernon, 
who engaged me as a supcruitendont, 1 
must say that his statement is false and 
untrue. What his object could have 
been in making the statement I do not 
know, unless ha wished to make it ap- 
pear that Mr. Vernon was squamlering 
the public money regardless of econo- 
my. If "Pro Bono" wishes to ascer- 
tain tho correct amount of my salary 
ho had better -write to his friend Mr. 
W., who is now in a position to inform 
him as to tho correct amount. ' 

" Pro Bono " is a Canadian tliat 
came to the country a year ago. He 
imagines that ho knows itjall ; but the 
fact of tho matter is he has no more 
brains than an ordiniiry schoolboy of 
ten years of age. I don't think it worth 
my while to fool away any more time 
with " Pro Bono" and his nmlicious 
letter. 

Tho assertion winch he has made 
concerning'me is nothing more than a 
malicious falsehood.

Editor Colonist: — Will you he 
kind enough to allow .^pace for the fol- 
lowing letter in your valuable columns ; 

In tho weekly Htdndard of J uly the 
17th there appeared a long letter, 
which was headed "Nicola Correspon- 
dence," and signed "Pro Bono Pub- 
lico." 

In a pai-agraph of the same letter tho 
author has seen fit to drag ,my name 
into public print, and I cannot allow 

the letter to pass without contradicting 
some of his remarks. Unfortunately I 
did not see his letter in time enough to 
make a reply through your last week's 
paper. 

" Pro Bono Publico " has made some 
kind of an attempt to criticise my ac- 
tion aa a road superintendent of the 
Nicola-Kaniloojjs wagon-road. In tho 
first place, ho states that ho does not 
wish to (piestion my ability to perform 
such duty, hut accuses mo of neglecting 
my duty. I give "Pro Bono" much 
credit for not passing a verdict upon 
my ability, much more so than if ho 
had conqjiiniented me saying that I was 
quite competcMit for the position, for 
those who know him know well enough 
that he is no authority.' Ho accuses 
me of not having spent more than one- 
half of my time in the discharge of my 
duty. The accusation is false and un- 
true. I will defy "Pro Bono" or any 
gentleman in Nicola Valley to point 
out one single day that I was not in 
the discharge of my_duty either at the 
upper end or the lower portion of Ni- 
cola. 

It is quite true that I did not exer- 
cise a daily supervision tipon section 
No. 2, Kamloops-Nicola waggon-road, 
as'my first instructions called for, for I 
receivctl further instructions from Mr 
Vernon, tlieu Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, to make certain im- 
provements upon the rpads in thelower 
portion of Nicola. These orders I 
obeyed, and the duty I performed to 
tho best of my ability. . The work 
which was done under my super- 
vision in the lower Nicola will stand 
the criticism of better judges than 
"Pro Bono. Publico." 

Tlie distance between the two ])lacc.'j 
that were under my supervision, Mr. 
Editor, is betwee.u forty and fifty 
n-iiles, which made it almost impossible 
for me to perform a daily visit at either 
place. This is wiiere " Pro Bono's " 
idea must have originate'? E presume. 
When ho says that a road superinten- 
dent 'ought to spend at least one-half of 
his time in looking after the public in- 
terest he must bl3 under the impression 
that AvJiilst I was travelling back and

LUlooet District and the Hail'wa.y 
Question. 

Clinton, August 1 9th. 

Editou Colonlst ; — It is with much 
anxiety that we, hi this district, await 
the action of tho legislation on Mr. 
Walkeni's railway resolution and the 
stand our members will take on that 
important question. It is to us of tho 
utmost importance that at the present 
moment no stops should be taken or 
ra,sh resolutions bo endorsed by our 
members that will give the Dominion 
government an excuse for further de- 
lays or in any way ob.struct thom in 
carrying on tho construction of tho rail- 
way between Yale and Savona, for in 
the early and active prosecution of this 
rests the salvation of this country, and 
tho indications that it will be proceed- 
ed with next year are of such a char- 
acter that they cannot but tend to 
convince even tho most ske])tical that 
the government are at last in earnest. 
We see the rails being conveyed to 
Yale; we see two location survey ])arties 
on tho line; and we see Mr i'ln nard 
proceeding with telegrajih construction, 
all of which cause our spirits to rise in

FBOXIO&ATIOIT OF THS SOITSE. 

The first session of 'thTthird'l^bvincial 
Legislative Assembly was terminated yes- 
terday by prorogation. The procoodiiigs 
were of the tamest description. No guard 
of honor turned out nor was the castoniarj' 
military band present. The attendance 
in tlio strangers gidlery was small and 
but a'feV'ladies were'accommodated with 
chairs on the floor of iho House. Only 
nineteen menibora of the House were in 
their seats. Shortly after 2 p. m. His 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor, accompanied 
by Capt. Robinson, Lieut. Griflin and Dr. 
Cue of H.M.S. Turquoise, Deputy Adju- 
tant-General Houghton, Lieut. AVolf en- 
den, Lieut. Flotdiei^ sad several other 
officers, entered the House and having 
taken his seat on the throne was pleased 
to deliver tlio following speech : 
Gentlemen of the Lajislative Assembly: 

The labors of the session which is now 
drawing to a close, will, I feel convinced, 
exercise a beneficial influence upon the 
future of tho Province. 

Your address to Her Majosfcy respecting 
our railway relations with Canada will bo 
immediately for^'arded in accordance with 
your request. 

Tho legislation of the session upon ques- 
tions bearing more or loss directly uijon 
financial matters, is of a very gratifying 
character, as it has evinced a readiness on 
your part to cordially co-opcrato with iiij' 
Ministers in their endeavors to reduce tho 
hitherto excessive cost of Goveriuiient 
and to equali/.o as far as pos.siblo our re- 
venue and expenditure. Tlio verydosira- 
ble objects cannot, of course, bo wlioUy 
accomplished at once ; but I am pleased 
to be able to congratulate you upon the 
marked advance you have already made 
towards an end so worthy of your atten- 
tion. 

To thu diireront Bills which you have 
passed I have given my aa.sent, feeling 
persuaded that they will laaterially con- 
tribute to tho welfare of tho country. 

Before taking leave of you I desire td 
express my deep sense of the zeal and at- 
tention which you liavc manifested in the 
discharge of your public duties ; .md 1 
cheerfully tender you my acknowledg- 
ments for the prompt and careful cimsid- 
eration which you have bestowed uiiun 
the several measures wliich I have .sub- 
n it^ed to y«u. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys then stated that 
it had been Hia Honor's pleasure to pro- 
rogue tho House until Friday, tho" lat 
day of November next. 

His Honor the Liout-Govonior then 
left tho House and tho assemblage dis- 
persed. 

Til 7ii.s Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Cuuncil : — 

Wo, tho undersigned ownora of real a-'^ 
tate in the Province of British Columbia,} 
beg most ro.iijcctfully to call your attun-^ 
tion to tlio reduction made in the salary 
attached to, the ofHco of tlie Ilcgiatrar, 
Gencr.T.l of Titles. 

That ofllcor, under the system of regis- 
tration here in force is intrusted ivitli im- 
portant Judicial as well as Ministerial 
functions, and has to bo possessed of a 
special knowledge of real property law. 
Every titlo is practically rovicn'cd by him 
and on his knowledge and care a very 
large number of titles depend. 

Under the Registration Act tho salary 
of this officer was placed at §2,425 and 
considering the increasing duties -of his 
office, and tho numerous duties of a dif- 
ferent class thrown upon him by late Acts 
j and the great responsibility attaching to 
it, we respectfully think a reduction in 
this case will bo prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of tho public as tending to eventual- 
ly tlu'ow the office into incompetent 
hands. 

In Ontario and other parts of tho Do- 
minion tliis office is paid hy foes. If thi.s 
rule was in force Iicro we believe the of- 
fice would not bo a charge on tho rcvcnuo. 

We therefore most respectfully rc<iue3t 
a reconsideration of this matter and sug- 
gest that a reduction in the salary of the 
Registrar General of Titles should bo con- 
ditional on tho fees received through hin 
being insufficient to defray tho expense o 
his office as such Registrar.

A meeting was held last evening at Cen- 
tral Hall, View street, to adopt the con- 
titution .of the WorTOigmon'a Brotective' 
Association.' ' 

The meeting was called for 8 p.m., but 
some time before that hour tho hall was 
filled to overflowing. 

Sir. Whitley briefly introduced tho 
chairman of tlie meeting, Mr. T. Carter, 
and read tho minutes of the preliminary 
ineoting held with tho object of fonning 
the association. Tho chairman then read 
an address condemnatory of Chinese labor 
and suggesting the establishment of homes 
for tho destitute workingjoen and families. 

]Mr. W. K. Bull iiddrcssed the' meeting. 
Ho dilated on the evil of Chineso immi- 
gration and said bo believed tho object of 
the meeting was to strengthen the hands 
of tho Government in reference to their 
action taken in connection with tho Mon- 
golian accession. Ho doubted very much 
whether the act passed by tho local House 
would be .allowed, but ho exhorted tho 
woikingmen to awake to tho importance 
of. a preservation of home industries. Ho 
alluded to tlie groat amount of gold yearly 
drained from tho Province by Ohinanion 
,iik1 hoped that some action would bo 
taken to remove the existing evil attend- 
ant on the em[)loymont of Mongolian 
labor. 

Mr. Glover then made a few remarks. 
Ho referred to tho action taken by tho 
United States Congress against tho influx 
of Jlongoliaii immigration and related his 
experience in Cariboo where, he said, tho 
Ohiuamon had boon tho ruin of tho coun- 
try. 

JMr. Bell bei]ig called upon said that 
the Chiuaiuon were empluyedin this city 
to tho ruin of wliite labiu'. Ho know of 
many instauce.< wherein white girls were 
prohibited fnnu getting employment on 
account of Mongolians; hut who, ho 
would aak, wa.i responsible for such a 
state of affairs / Why do not tho people 
eh^ct members to the Hiu;;io who can ro- 
preseiit the wurkiugmcn ! 

jMr.' W. C. S. Seeley said that tho peo- 
ple had the question in their own hands. 
Ho wanted to see tho Chinamen koi)t at 
a distance and treated with contempt. 

lliin. Mr. Wallcoui, who was amongst 
the audience, being called upon, delivered 
a speech in favur of tho Chineso taxation 
bill passed by tho Government. He as- 
sured his hoarcra that so long as ho had 
anything to do mth tho Govornment that 
no Chinamen should receive oinploymont 
on tho ])ublic works. 

Mr. Galbraith said the workingmen of 
Xootcnay had returned him at tho head 
of tho poll, and that so h)ng as he was a 
member of tho House ho would do all in 
]iowor to recognize tho voice of tho popu- 
liVLO. He was opjiosed to the emploj'ment 
of Chinese to the detriment of white labor. 

\ C(illei;ti(iu was then taken up amount- 
ing to S8 50, and tho chairman notified 
the audience that an adjourned mooting 
would be held on Monday evenuig next.

New Yokk, Aug. -29.— The Herald's 
Cincinnati correspondent inten'iewed 
Archbishop Purcell about Kearney '.s 
visit to the latter. He said: Kearney's 
first words to me were: " I'm Donuhs 
Kearney, and I heard you was going 
to eat niel" I looked at him a mo- 
ment and rc])lied : "I don't think any- 
body would want to eat you much." 
I think him: a|-£ouI;^-mouthed black- 
guard, and the Iqss notice "that is taken 
of him tlio better ofl" society Avill 
be. Ho is a fomentor of inischiof, 
and can do tho cause he professes to 
represent no good. He carried himself 
in a swaggering way. Ho boasted of 
having made himself, and seemed very 
proud of it. 'He claimed to have been 
in command of a ship when only 18 
years old and all such stufT as that. 
I had heard considerable about him 
from a friend of mine in Boston, and 
had made up my mind about him. After 
he left here I ■wrote to that friend that 
I had" no" reason to change my mind 
from what it had been, — that ho was a 
vilo blackguard. You can .say through 
the Herald for me, that tho Htatemcnt 
which was sent to California papers is 
anything but true; that what little did 
occur between Kearney and myself has 
been grosslv exaggerated.

San FiUNCisco, August 1^9. — Tliis 
afternoon as Mlclmel J. Kelly, ox-su])or- 
visor of the 1 2th ward, was riding in ar 
buggy near the comer of Tyler and 
Leavenworth streets, ho was accosted 
by his brothor-in-Iaw John Kusscll, who 
was on horseback. A few angry words 
passed, wlien llusscll drew a revolver 
and fired ono shot without efl'ect. Kel- 
ly returned the fire, emptying throe 
cliambers of his pistol. Bussell rotle 
ofl" rapidly to the corner of Turk and 
Hyde .strcet.i, whoro he dismounted and 
entered a drug store. Examination 
showed that one sliot had pierced his 
loft lung. Ho was shortly after arrest- 
ed and taken to the city prison hospital 
for medical treatment. The wound is 
dangerous. Kelly Kurrendered himself. 
The diflicultyarose from family troubles.

A Pars on who Shoots. 



Charlotte, N. C, August 15. — The 
latest sensation is a horrible tragedy 
which occurred in Rutherfonl County, 
N. C, in which the Re\-. Dr. Wade 
Hill, a prominent Bapti.st minister, 
shot his son-in-law, JMajor Arulrew 
Scroggins. The news has just reached 
the city to-night, and causes intense 
excitoiiioiit, where both parties were 
well known and popular. It appears 
that jMajor Scroggiiis took tho liberty 
of .slappihg Dr. .Hill's younge.st daugh- 
ter, and the Doctor, hearing of it, grew 
very angry, and went to his .son-in-law 
to demand au explanation. INlajor 
Seroggius said ho acted on the spur of 
tho niomout, but tho roverend gentle- 
man said that woukl not tlo, and smack- 
ed Scroggins in the face. Scroggins 
went home much cm agcd, and scut a 
chnllongc to his father-in-law, which 
tho said father-in-law iiroiiiptly declined. 
The disgraced son-in-law told his 
friends that he would get even with 
tho man, even if he had to poison him. 
Ho armed himself to tho teeth, ready 
to slay him on sight. The Doctor also 
arnietl himself, so as to bo prepared in 
an emergency. Yesterday tho two iiion 
met on the road near Dr. Hill's house. 
They were on horseback and iiftcr jiass- 
ing a few words, thoy both deliberately 
drew pistols, and Scroggins asked, "Are 
you ready]" The Doctor replied, "Yes." 
Then Scroggins iired two shots in rapid 
succession, neither taking efi'cct. The 
Doctor fired one shot, killing his an- 
tagonist instantly, lie then went to 
the Sherifl' and ga\-(^ him.sclf uj). Scrog- 
gins' friciiils carried tho remains home 
for burial, and aro highly indignant 
against the Doctor, through the public 
justify him, saying that he acted in 
solf-defeiicp.

Then it clearly proved that 
jam tarts, were bad for the health, but 
most peo])le who had tried thorn in 
BufTicient quantities had found that out 
before. The reason assigned by the 
fjancet was tliat the jam in the tart was 
doctored. Having thus deprived us of 
the two chief articles of sustenance, 
jam tart and milk, the Lancet wishes 
us to leave off wearing clean linen. It 
says that the laundresses live in " in- 
fected " places; and that wo run the 
risk of catching sniall-pox and .scarlet 
fever from the clothes thoy bring home. 



"NViiiniE Beaconsi'Ield Overshot 
THE i\La.rk. — The latest Engli.sli papers 
are in some trouble over the personal 
assault, upon Mr. Gladstone by Lord 
Beacoiisfield. Gladstone had pronounc- 
ed the Convention with Turkey "in- 
sane," and Boaconsfichl replied: "I 
woukl put this issue to an English jury: 
Which do you believe most likely to 
enter into an insane convention, a body 
of English gentlemen, honored by tho 
favor of their sovereign, and tlie confi- 
dence of their fellow subjects, iiianng- 
ing your afiairs for live years, I hope 
with prudence, and not altogether with- 
out success [cheer.s], or n sophistical 
rhetorician, inebriated with the exliu- 
berance of his own verbosity [loud 
cheers and laughter] and gifted with an 
egotistical imagination that can at all 
times command an interminable and 
inconsistent scries of arguments to 
malign an o])])oncnt and to glorify him- 
self?" The London y'iwifA- sny.s this is 
open to the grave artistic charge that it 
wants "finish," and that "the hiborious 
construction of it is not redeemed by 
weight or point." The I^eiOB'says: "In 
our day there cannot possibly be any' 
])ublic man wlio would reply to Lord 
Beaconsfield in the style that Lord 
Beacoiisfield has revived. The Prime 
Minister will be left to tho undisturbed 
monopoly of that style of political war- 
fare so long as he chooses to maintain 
it. Even in his triumphs the public 
seldom take Lord Beaconsfield quite 
seriously, and he therefore may venture 
with coniparativo impunity upon a 
style of rhetoric which in any other 
public inan, suppose any other to liave 
such extraordinary inclinations, would 
be looked on as a serious scandal The 
old story comes back to mind of the 
converted Ecd Indian, who, after 
acting for thirt}' years as a respectable 
missionary, suddenly one day broke out 
with the warwhoop of his youth, and 
ma do for the scalp of some imagin- 
ary enemy. After long years of re- 
stricted Parliamentary struggle, after 
all tho regulating influence of high ofli- 
cial life and the gravest responsibilities. 
Lord Beaconsfield lias suddenly shouted 
again the warwlioop of the O'ConiicU 
days, and tried to get an enemy's scalp. 
The exhibition was painful as well as 
grotesque."

Steamless Locomotives.-— The Lon- 
don papers publish an account of what 
is known as the Walker substitute for 
co:d in tho generation of steam for 
locomotives or maruie engines. This 
plan, it apjiears, cover an arrangement 
liy which air is converted into hydro- 
carbon gas of great heating power, and 
is than stored up in a chamber, subject- 
ed to considerable pressure. From this 
it is forced out again through a pipe 
to the ])orforat('il tubes, from which 
combustion takes place; in the furnace 
ami by burning hydro-carbon with the 
gas — in a gaseous or much divided state 
without the adjunct of external heat to 
gasify them. Tlie heavy oils, in this di- 
vided or gasified state, burn over the 
grate in conjunction with tho hydro- 
carbon gas. The principle, as thus ex- 
plained, is of extreme simplicity, and the 
l)ractical arrangements are said to bo 
equally so, insuring a certainty of oper- 
atioui and, in fact, reducing tlie ques- 
tion of preference to one of cost and 
convenience merely. 'I'ho conipariKoii 
for stonigo and economy, in this case, 
is shown in the following data, namely ; 
that if the calorific power of coal jier 
pound be estimated at 8,000 calorific 
units, then that of liquid hydro-carbon 
])or ])ound must be taken at l.'^,000 
units, which gives an advantage, weight 
for weight, of 02. It in heating power, to 
liquid hydro-carbon, compared with 
coal. Again, in the combustion of coal 
as carried out in the usual, construction 
of boilers and fire-grates, only a very 
small proportion of theheattlieorotically 
cvolv(!d can be made use of, while by 
tho uso of burning gas and hydro-car- 
bon ill a gaseous form, close home to 
the heating furnaces, it is claimed that 
a much greater precentage of useful 
evaporation is secured.
